And tn stand there idle and see 
the barge wrecked and hoi crew 
bealeu to death against the rock — 
ah ! that was more than Ablewhile 
tumid stand.

He ran back to the shanty, but 
I here was no call for him. lie did

Il was a result that held almost 
as much tragedy as the wreck itself, 
although no lives were endangered. 
The cargo of the barge was made 
up of kegs of nails, screws and the 
like. The current, or tide, would 
nevei drag any of this debris from 
its bed ; the lower shore was slown 
only with Hie broken uppei works 
of the barge. K.very package of 
that sunken cargo must be hoisted 
OUl of the sea to make room for the 
dock, and il was bound to be an 
expensive job. 

It was the topic of diflCUSSton 
among the railroad men from the 
superintendent of construction 
down to Ihe biakemen on the 
freight trains that brought down 
other building material lo Bn 
Point, John Ablewhile heard it 
on all sides. 

Il was going to OOSt a lot of inone\ 
bO clear. away the wreck and cargo 
of Ihe barge, ll was goin 

font time* yes, ten times 

mU0h to laise the cargo as the stuff 

was worth. And it meant a slow, 
tedious job at best,. 

Those thousands of kegs could 
not be grappled for ; the grappling 
irons would burst the staves of the 
Uegs and the nails and screws would 
spill out into the sea and increase 
the difficulties of the situation. 
There. seemed, bill one way to do 
it. ; divers could go down and break 
out the sunken cargo, raising the 
kegs with Ihe crane to the sunitnil 
of the bin IT, one oi two at a time. 

" By Ihe lime that job's over," 
John heard the superintendent say, 
•* those nails will be the most ex 
pensive ones that wore <\, i used 
in construction work on Hun or any 
other railroad. If they weie 
wrought of silver they could 00

fhe superintendent had said a 



good word to John at the time of 
Ihe wreck. His wit had doubtless 
saved the lives of Ihe crew and of 
the barge. 

" Use that head of yours, young 
man, and show us' a way to get that, 
hardware ashoie," he said to Ihe 

telegraph operator, with a smile. 

" Ho it and the X. S. won't forget 
you." 

To young Ablewhile, this was a 
command. It was "up to him" in 
the phraseology of his railroad as- 
sociate-, although he really had no 
responsibility in the matter. He 
fell as though Ihe superintendent 
expected something of him, and 
every waking hour his mind was 
set upon that problem of raising 
Ihe Cargo of Hie wrecked barge and 
raising it cheaply. 

The problem rode Ihe Burgess 
Point operator like a nightmare. 
There must lie a way lo solve it, and 
every method which he canvassed 
and put aside as impracticable only 
proved to the youth that the elusive 
answer was not far beyond his 
reach . 

Stiok-!o-i!-ivo-noss, irrit — that 

was what was needed and John 
Ablewhile had oultivalod a supply 
of thai. 

The men who met him every day 
heard the superintendent's joking 
remark lo the young operator, and 
they began to lease him about it. 
But John did not mind their good- 
natured ohaffing He was in earn 
est, He believed he might hit upon 
the right idea, even if the superin- 
tendent had been joking.

An electric 
magnet, three and on half feet in 
diameter, and weighing three thou 
sand pounds, was rigged to the huge 
crane This was dropped into the 
basin upon the cargo of kegs and 
the current of electricity turned 
into it. When the magnet 
hoisted the fust time four kegs of 
nails clung to it a burden of eight, 
hundred pounds. 

The scheme worked like a charm. 
Kive or six kce.s came up at each 
attempt, and the bulk of the oat go 
of the foundered barge was hoisted 
ashore within two days, saving 
weeks of work and several thousand 
dollar! in money for the railroad 
company. Indeed, ninety percent 
of the OargO was iccovereil in this 
way, and then the hull of the barge 
was removed from the site of the 
new dock with small difficulty. 

A corporation has no soul, ac 
cording to a trite saying . but it has 
brain A yonngstoi with the wit 
and grit of John Ablewhile 
worth more to the Northern 
board system in its engineering 

department than "pounding a key" 
at a " jumping off place" like Bur- 

Point. 

You can find John Ablewhile in 
thai engineering department now, 
and his grit la carrying him upward, 



Why Tow"« «Jr«»w Wi>>iward.

Alexander the (.Jroat lived MO 
years B.C. He conquered the 
world, or all he could find of it. 
He began his task when nineteen. 
He completed it at 80, and died 
sighing for more worlds to coiupier. 

We will nevei die from Alexan- 
der's disability. We see a milky 
way of worlds to compter. 

Alexander made a list of the 
Seven Wonders ol the World, and 
il was his pioud boast that all of 
these were his personal possessions. 
He did nol produce these Seven 
Wonders— he simply annexed and 
look them over. 

Alexander's Seven Wonders ol 
ihe World were : 

The Pyramids of Egypt. 

The Hanging Gardens of Baby- 
lon, 

The Tomb of Mausolos. 

The Colossus of Rhodes. 

The Statue of Zeus by Phidias. 

The Lighthouse on the Island of 
Pharos 

The Temple of Diana. 

AH these seven wonders are dust, 
living but in hearsay, save the 
pyramids alone. 

The pyramids were erected about 
When Moses led 
the children of Israel out of cap* 
tivity, these pyramids weie old. 

Ihe pyramids were built lor 
tombs and monuments to the mem- 
ory of certain great men Hut the 
irony of things is manifest when we 
consider that although the tombs 
remain, there is no authentic re- 
cord as to whose nietuoiy they were 
erected. 

The hanging gardens of Babylon 

were built about 660 years B.G by 

Nebuchadnezzar lor the gratifica- 
tion of his queen, she was from 

the mountains, and the Babylonian 
plain seemed dreary to her. The 
declining days of Nebuchadnezzar, 
when he became a vegetarian, ate 
familial to all. Nchuchadi , 
was the tirs: man to take to the tall 
uncut. His gardens were a play 
thing. 'I hey endured but a decade 
and then the worms and the weeds 
had their WBj . 

The tomb of Mausolos wal erect 
ed at Halicarnassus hy Artemisia, 
wife of Mausolos. The tomb was 
small but m..st elabora Iream 

in marble, gold and silver and pre- 
cious stones, lit for a dead deity, 
but to the memory of a common, 
(dace man. The creation was too 
exquisite, too precious to last. The 
barbarians overiau the country and 
Ihe tomb became one of 4he things 
that « 

Halicarnassus is remembered now 
only because it was the birthplace 

of Kuierpo, mother Of Them istoeles. 

She made one remark to the Athen- 
ians that is deathless : '• \ 
am an alien, but my son is Themis 
tocl.-s !" Only great people 
render a location unforgettable. 

The Colossus of Rhodes was a 
statue 90 feet high, lepresenting 
Helios, the sun god, the national 
deity of the Rbodlan 

This great statue of bronze, made 
parate pails and riveted to- 
gether, bestrode Ihe narrow en 
trance to the harbor. It was set up 
980 years B.O., ami in the A 

Omar was but a memory. It, bow- 
supplied Caseins a good simile. 

fhe Statue of Zeus by Phidias 
was of marble, inlaid with gold, 
ivory and ebony. The statu, 
supposed lo have been modeled 
from one made in Ihe lime of 
Homer, when the poet sat for the 
artist's model. The statu, 
feel high il in proportions. 

The Romans tumbled this statue 
from its pedestal and carried it 
away piecemeal. 

The Pharos was a tocky island on 
the Egyptian coast. Alexander 
connected this island with the 
mainland, and at the entrance of 
the Harbor of Alexandria built a 
magnificent lighthouse-— the first, 

maritime lighthouse erected. 

The Temple of Diana was built 
al Kphosus. The 

worship of Diana was the recogniz- 
ed religion of Kphesians. In its 
early conception i: was a beautiful 
religion. Hut religions grown 

and powerful lose their original vir 

Read hist. 
In the time of Petal, the Temple 
of Diana illing into decay 



and the material was being used 
for houses and barns by any one 
who oared to appropriate it. Pliny 
says that the temple was r.'u 
in building. 

These Seven Wonders of the 
World were things of pride and 
pomp, constructed to glorify and 
amuse a few. Slave labor entered 
into their construction, and discord, 
death and misery for Hie many was 
the result, of the proud plans ol 
I heir making. 

To-day, if we were asked to make 
a list of the Seven Wonders of the 
World, we would name the things 
that contribute to human happi- 
ness, and add to our well being — 
that make the world better in this 
day anil generation. 

Men are living longei now than 
al any time in recorded history, 
■ iso we are living belter. 
Vital statistics for the past year 
show a lower death rate in Am- 
erica than ever existed. As we put 
discord, fear, hate, doubt, jealousy 
and revenge, out of our lives, har- 
mony, health and happiness come 
in, and make theii homes with us. 

If I were now asked to name the 
Seven Modern Wonders of the 
World, I wotiid say that, they are : 
The Telephone. 
The Trolley Car. 
The Incandescent Lamp. 
The Steel-frame Skyscrapei. 
The Automobile. 
The Roe Rotary Pre 
The Typewriter, 

These things minister to all the 
people. They influence Ihe lives of 
sane and efficient person. 
Tney serve us daily. 

Unlike the Seven Wonder* of 
Alexander, none ate for the exclu- 
sive few. All represent inventions, 
not merely individual things. They 
can never lie, because they repre- 
sent Idea* that are self duplicating. 
The principles for which they 
stand, sprang from the brains of 
individuals, but now these princi- 
ples are the priceless hertl.i 
the living world. 

Men may die, and turn to dust, 
but (he record of theii dreams, 
once made tangihle, remains.

BISHOP COOTTBU KAF-MUTES. 

Bishop Joseph 11. Johnson, last 
night, confirmed a class of nine' 
deaf-mutes in St. Paul's pro 
thedral, while an alert and silent 
audience of 100 looked on. The 
only sound that was heard, besides 
the Bishop's voice, was fhe prattle 
of three-year-old Naomi, who i 
baptized and who is not a mute. 

Beside the Bishop stood Miss 
Pearl Herdman, a handsome young 
woman, beautifully gowned, aiid the 
more eloquent and impressive the 
service became the faster her fin- 
gers Mew. She was interpreting his 
speech. The Bishop made his gi 
tores, but these were lost. Fvery 
eye in the audience was fixed on 
the magic hands of Miss Herdman. 
The Bishop used rhetoric that 
was sometimes almost too scholastic 
for a language invented to eon 
mere ordinary wants and id, 
When he used such words as ■« sa- 
cramental," they had to tie 
out. In spite of this, Miss lb 
man gave to the listener* a literal 
interpretation of a speech delivered 
as rapidly as it would be spoken 
to a hearing audieiie 

ALL 'TALK' ; NO SOI
